To overcome this difficulty the archi- 
tect who had the work in hand devisea 
an ingenious system of huge cantilev- 
ers, six in number, running to nine 
teet deep, 
and 
estimated to carry 


weights varying from 100 to 400 tons, 
and the building wftl soon be com- 
pleted 
The cantilever supports tha 


greatest weight, estimated at 400 tons, 
and calculated to support a strain of 
875 tons. 
We may, perhaps, render 


the matter more intelligible by taking 
as typical the cantilever known to the 
architect as A3, which projects over 
the tunnel 25 feet and 
supports— or 


will stipport — its due share (375 tons) 
cf, the building, while only 19 feet of 
it nnder the building will rest upon a 
solid foundation 
To add to the safe- 


ty, from this hangs a- huge mass of 
concrete, some 16 feet across by 15 feet 
high, and weighing some 160 tons, sus- 
pended by steel bars 22 feet long. The 
whole matter resembles the weighing 
of a leg of mutton on the butcher's 
steelvard — the cantilever acts as the

To t>am the Nile. 


After a long discussion in the Eng- 


lish press, preceded by several centu- 
ries of European indifference of opin- 
ion upon the same subject, the English 
government stands at last definitely 
committed to the great enterprise of 
damming the Nile at Assouan, at a 
total estimated cost of $25,000,000. Sir 
Benjamin Barker, it has 
been 
an- 


nounced, will start in a few days for 
Assouan to take personal supervision 
of the tamous work which is expected 
to again make of Egypt the fertile land 
it was in the dajs of the Ptolemies 
As Assouan is the site of the quarries 
which furnished Egypt with the stone 
for so many of its tombs and monu- 
ments there will bo no lack of material 
for the immense mass 
of masonry 


wcich will be thrown across the upper 
Kile, damming its waters at times as 
far back as 144 miles. At "high Nile," 
when the dam is completed, the island 
of Philae will be submerged and its 
famous temple will rise from the bosom 
of an immense lake. The great dam 
will be built upon a number of islands, 
many of them solid lock, of the hard 
syenite or quartz dionte and the river 
at this point is so wide and shallow 
the foundations can be put in dry. 
The dam will be a mile and a quarter 
long, o£ compact granite, 70 feet high 
at its lowest point, and 320 feet above 
the lowest level of the jiver below the 
cataract 
Along the summit of this 


i olossal Gam will bo a carriage road. 
:iO to 40 feet wide, a*id the dam itself 
Viill be supplied with a series of locks, 
making it possible to regulate the flow 
and distribution of the water, a great 
point in a country where fertility de- 
1 ends absolutely upon the Nile.

We are 
200 yards away from the cause of the 
smell in an instant, but it clings to us 
for miles, and the passengers in the 
cars who are awake wonder what kind 
of oil is burning in the supposed ho't 
boxes. If we happen to kill the little 
animal his memory clings to us still 
for at least five miles." One night a 
few weeks ago as the flying fast mail 
on the Lake Shore was making up lost 
time across the Indiana swamps, a big 
red fox dashed out ahead of the loco- 
motive and took the straight, level 
track right ahead of the train. In an- 
other instant a great black and tan 
hound with his tongue protruding, and 
his Ictfg, lankr body stretched out at 
full speed, took the roadbed just fifty 
feet behind the fox. More steam was 
turned on, and with their heads out the 
engineer and fireman watched the con- 
test of apeed. It was a grand race be- 
tween the two animals, with tie mighty 
engine coming cl«se after them sixty- 
five miles an hour, and the headlight 
showing the fleet fox straining every 
limb and muscle, and his enemy slowly 
falllug behind. The old hound ap- 
peared to know that there was danger 
in his rear and took the westbound 
track, and in another minute the rush- 
ing train was past him, but the fox- 
taking advantage of the complication, 
disappeared in the woods again. On 
the Pennsylvania railroad, east of Al- 
toona, a few weeks ago, the track in- 
spector found the remains of a wildcat 
on the track, and on the Philadelphia 
& Erie, away up beyond Lock Haven, 
last winter, a large black bear ran out 
m froat of a freight train and was 
killed. Deer ave often seen crossing 
the Philadelphia & Erie tracks in the 
Penasyhama mountains, and in the 
wild, lonesome places where the trains 
stop to water, if the attentive passen- 
ger who is awake will put his head out 
of the window and listen he will hear 
the scream of the panther and the hoot- 
ing of the owl.—Pittsburg Post.

TEMPERATURES OF 
ANIMALS. 


The number of interesting observa- 


tions on the temperatures of animals in 
relation to the temperature of the air 
or water in which they live are de- 
scribed by Mr. Alexander Sutherland 
in the latest volume published by tbe 
Royal Society of Victoria. It is well 
known that the temperature of the hu- 
man body in health is 9T or 98 degrees 
Fab., and this is the same within a 
degree both in winter and summer. 


The average body temperature 
of 


what are known as warm-blooded ani- 
mals is a little higher than this, being 
100 degrees Fan., and except in con- 
stitutional disturbances, this does not 
vary more than three or four degress 
at any time of the year. No mammal, 
indeed, seeins in good health to be 
warmer than 104 degrees; scarcely any 
descend lower than 9S degrees. The 
warm-blooded animals are thus ani- 
mals whose tenperatures, whether the 
weather be hot or cold, are practically 
uniform. 


On the other hand, cold-blooded ani- 


mals have no proper temperature of 
their own; they are warm in warm 
weather and cold in cokl weather. A 
fish, a snake, a frog, or an insect, wheu 
at rest, is rarely more than two or 
three degrees warmer than the air or 
water in which it is living. Mr. Suth- 
erland placed some lizards in 
cold 


water, which was 
then 
gradually 


heated, and be found fast in all cases 
tbe lizards became warmer 
as the 


-water was warmed and cooler as tue 
water was cooled—in other words, they 
depended upon external circumstances 
for their heat. But this is not abso-' 
lutely ;nii>. for when angry, 
cold- 


blooded animals, like human beings, 
become better than usual, even a fish 
rising several degrees above the tem- 
perature of the water when it is ex- 
asperated. 


Under normal renditions, however, 


fishes ami reptiles have practically the 
same temperature as the medium in 
which they live; when it Is warm, 
they become warm and active, ami 
when it is cold they lose their bodily 
activity and become torpid. The ani- 
mals which are active in all weathers 
are those which are self-supporting as 
regards heat, and whose body tem- 
peratures vary very slightly. 


An interesting point broug-ht out by 


Mr. Sutherland's observations of the 
temperatures of Australian animals is 
that the mammals which are classed 
lowest from considerations of body 
structure arc. not only the lowest tem- 
perature, but also of the greatest range

My two broth- 
ers, one six years older than me, and 
the other eight years older, were also 
along with us. 
My father settled in 


Orange county, New York. My uncle 
Thomas, when he was able to do for 
himself, went up to 
Vermont

farming, obtaining 160 


acre» of, land. 
H« was also a horse 


and cow doctor, and a smart man gen- 
erally, and made money rapidly. He 
was Admiral Dewey's father. He was 
married in Vermont about two months 
after he settled there, and his son, the 
Admiral, was born there, aiy father 
and grandfather helped him to buy the 
farm. My brother Thomas made con- 
siderable of a fortune. 
While he was 


in Vermont, Orange county was 
di- 


vided up into three counties, and we 
moved into one of the new counties, 
Dutchess:"which was further up the 
river than where we had been living. 


"My uncle Thomas did not make all 


his money by farming, but in this way: 
An old Englishman named Fassett bad 
considerable property there, through 
which 
the 
Hudson 
River 
railroad 


wished to get a right of way. 
The 


Englishman would not give the com- 
pany the right of way through his 
land, excepting to the width of 150 
feet, and so tbe company, which owned 
all the -A'ater front, would not allow 
an}' boats to land anywhere near the 
Engllsrnan's land. They took aoother 
route, and would not allow any boats 
to land at Rhelnbeck and Hyde Park, 
which were about eighteen miles from 
the city of Poughkeepsle. Previous to 
this dispute, my uncle, the Admiral's 
father, bad bought two acres of land 
in Poughkeepsis for $200. The court- 
house and jail were afterward built 
on the t\vo acres, which my uncle sold 
for between ?17,000 and $lS.OttO. but 
tbe Dutchman who bought the land 
was still shrewder than my uncle, and 
got double as much for the two acres 
as did rny uncle.
